Prof. James Dryden, of the Oregon, 
Agricnltnral College, has a goob opin- 
ion of th(^ trap-nest. He says 

"The only certain method of separ- 
ating the good layers from the poor 
is to use the trap-nest and keep a 
daily record of eggs laid. It is not 
alwaye the fault of the feed and care 
that they don't 4o better. It is the 
misfortune of the hen herself very 
often; she could not lay if she wanted 
to. 

"It required considerable time to 
keep a trap-nest record of a Hock of 
hens. Not every farmer has the time, 
but if a ft^w farmers in every county 
would Irap-nest a flock of hens, in a 
few year.-^ all the farmers of the coun- 
ty would very likely have stock that 
were from heavy-laying trap-nested 
fowls. Where it is possible for a 
farmer to devote a little time to it 
each day, he will be well paid for 
his labor. 

"It has been shown In our experi- 
ments that the poor layers daring the 
first jbar are usually the poor layers 
the second year. If at the end of a 
full year's record all hens that had 
laid less than 100 eggs, or 120, were 
to be killed off, it would save the 
farmers keeping a lot of fowls at a 
loss for another year. From 25 to 60 
per cent, of the fowls in the average 
flocks do not pay for their keep." 

Wlien a hen is over-fat at the lay- 
ing season it is well to hold her in 
suspicion of having her laying organs 
somewhat out of order. An excess of 
some substance that is ordinarily 
used for egg-nurture has been turned 
into fat. Such a hen may lay eggs 
occassionally, but not often enough, 
or reliable enough, to make it worth 
while to keep her for her eggs. Cull 
all these birds out of the flock, if you 
want to continually breed it up to nts 
best. Tlie poor layers may be put into 
a flock by themselves and the result 
watched. Such as an» poor layers or 
non-layers, will make good pot-pie, or 
chicken with dumplings, or croquettes.

Stonewall Jackson. 

The New York World of May 2^, con- 
tained the following: 

Fifty years ago to-night there fell 
mortally wounded at Chancellorsville 
one of the great captains the En- 
glish-speaking races. 

Lee, Who called Stonewall Jackson 
his strong right arm, ohce Said he 
would have won Gettysburg if Jackson 
had been there. Be that as it may, the 
almost uninterrupted victories of the 
Army of Northern Virginia ended 
when Jackson passed away. Chancel- 
lirsville marked the flood-tide of the 
Confederate arms. Two months later 
came Gettysburg and from thence on 
to Appomato.x Lee's forces, despite all 
their marvelous courage and tenacy, 
were never again invincible. 

Jackson place in military history is 
unique. Most great reputations were 
made by long years of service. His 
career was compressed into a scanty 
twenty two months from that day in 
July, 1861, when Bee pointed to him 
"standing like a stonewall" at Bull 
Run, to the early May day in 1863, 
wiien he muxshed his corps around the 
front of Hooker's army, smashed in its 
right flank and gave the Confederacy 
its most brilliant victory only to fall 
under the lire of his own men. 

A terrible partnership was that be- 
tween the Cavalier and the Puritan; 
between l^ee, who embodied the chiv- 
alry of Virginia, and .lackson who was 
the direct spiritual descendant of the 
men that fought under Cromwell at 
Naseby. In all crises the two men 
seemed to fight with a single brain 
and a single purpose, destitute alike 
of the jealousy and intrigue that all 
but wrecked the army of the Poto- 
mac. 

Jackson presents a strange, appeal- 
ing figure on the pages of history. He 
was as gentle and gracious as-lsee, as 
silent and tactiturn as Grant, as dat- 
ing and audacious as Stuart or SheH- 
dan.as relentless as Sherman^ind with 
it all there was an intensely religious 
fervor that belonged to the seventeen- 
th century rather than the nineenh. 
The war to him was a holy war. He 
went to battle with a prayer on his 
lips. and he went from the battle to { 
give thanks to God who had crowned 
his army with victory — 

Appealing from his native sod 

In forma pauperis to God, 

"Yay bare thine arm — stretch forth 

thythy rod. 
Amen!" Thafs StonewaB's way. 

Even the bullets that struck him 
down he regarded as providentially 
directed by a definite Divine purpose. 
There is no more mendacious phrase 
than tiiat of "a born soldier," but 
here was a man who was beyond ques- 
tion a born soldier — a soldier who 
hated war, who was dazzled neither 
by ambition nor glory, who fought for 
principle and principle alone and 
whose miliMiry genius was elemental. 
Peace to his ashes. A fmited nation 
can be proud that he was nnml>ered 
among her BOBS.
